Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of 
fifty  ($50)  dollars,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  in  removing  rubbish  which  may  be  washed 
upon  Whale's  Beach  during  the  coming  season. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  investigate  as  to  the  necessity  of  remodeling  and  repairing  the 
Town  Hall,  and  appropriate  money  therefor.

On  Hardy  road,  at  the  place  where  said  road  turns,  going  from 
Monument  avenue  to  Elmwood  road  ;  at  the  junction  of  Farragut 
and  Grant  roads ;  on  Maple  avenue,  at  a  point  adjacent  to  the 
residence  of  L.  Frank  Cahoon.

Report  of  Committee  on  Municipal  Lighting. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

The  appropriation  by  the  Town  of  $250  has  enabled  your  com- 
mittee to  enter  in  earnest  upon  the  investigation  of  the  plans  for 
a  municipal  electric  lighting  plant  for  the  town.  That  we  are 
unable  to  make  a  complete  and  final  report  at  this  meeting  is 
through  no  fault  of  ours,  and  it  may  be  well  to  remind  the 
citizens  that  it  is  no  off-hand  consideration  that  will  produce  the 
estimates  and  costs  to  the  citizens  of  a  town  plant  for  electric 
lighting. 

Almost  the  identical  formula  of  procedure  in  this  case  has  to 
be  gone  through  with  as  was  the  case  in  acquiring  the  Marblehead 
water  plant,  though  perhaps  along  different  lines,  before  we  can 
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get  at  the  figures  to  present  you  as  the  actual  cost  to  the  town  for 
construction  and  maintaining  such  a  plant. 

We  have  secured  a  competent  electrical  engineer  who  has  been 
and  still  is  working  upon  the  plans  and  making  estimates,  but  it 
will  be  impossible  to  place  them  before  the  Town  until  we  get 
the  sale  price  of  the  poles  and  wires  of  the  Lynn  Gas  and 
Electric  Co.,  as  at  present  represented  along  our  streets,  and  a 
very  important  factor  to  us,  and  now  under  consideration  by  the 
above  company,  but  not  fully  adjusted  at  this  date. 

Again  we  find  that  in  order  to  estimate  the  commercial 
quantity  of  a  plant,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  almost  a  house 
to  house  canvass  to  get  at  the  probable  number  of  incandescents 
required  for  house  use,  before  the  size  of  motors,  dynamos 
engines  and  boilers  can  be  decided  upon,  and  of  course  their  cost 
figured  in. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  committee  as  soon  as  all  the  details  are 
in  and  everything  ready  to  submit  an  intelligent  report,  that  we 
have  printed  and  distributed  a  small  pamphlet  that  every  citizen 
may  study  and  acquaint  himself  thoroughly  by  the  time  we  are 
ready  to  consider  the  plans. 

We  will  suggest  that  a  special  Town  meeting  be  called  for  this 
purpose,  as  has  been  the  case  with  the  water  and  sewer,  and  as 
our  present  contract  with  Lynn  does  not  expire  until  August  i , 
we  shall  have  ample  time  before  that  date.

Sec.  3.  Every  pawnbroker  of  keeper  of  such  shop  shall 
keep  a  book  in  which  he  shall  record,  at  the  time  of  receiving

Sec.  4.  No  pawnbroker  and  no  person  dealing  in  said  ar- 
ticles or  keeping  such  a  shop,  shall  directly  or  indirectly  receive 
any  article  of  pawn,  or  purchase  any  article  of  any  minor  or 
apprentice,  knowing  or  having  reason  to  believe  him  to  be  such. 
Every  such  shop  and  all  articles  of  merchandise  therein  shall  be 
exhibited  to  the  Chief  of  Police  or  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  or  to 
any  or  either  member  of  said  Board,  or  to  any  person  respectively 
authorized  by  said  Board  or  any  member  thereof,  or  said  Chief 
of  Police,  to  examine  such  shop  or  articles  of  merchandise  when- 
ever a  demand  is  made  by  any  or  either  of  them  for  such  exhi- 
bition. 

Sec.  5.  All  licenses  granted  under  this  ordinance  to  any 
pawnbroker  or  keeper  of  such  shop  shall  designate  the  place 
where  the  person  licensed  may  carry  on  his  business  (the  hours 
in  which  such  shop  shall  be  closed),  and  he  shall  not  engage  in 
or  carry  on  his  business  under  his  license  in  any  other  place  than 
the  one  designated,  and  all  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  corporated  into  every  license  which  shall  be  granted  under  it.

Report  of  the  Committee  Appointed  by  the  Town  to  Investigate  the 
Transaction  of  the  Cleaning  Out  of  the  Brooks  of  the  Town  by  the 
Board  of  Health. 

SwAMPSCOTT,  Mass.,  November  7,  1900. 

To  the  Citizeiis  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  i 

Your  committee  appointed  at  the  special  Town  meeting  held 
October  10,  1900,  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the  transaction 
of  the  Board  of  Health  with  reference  to  the  matter  of  the  clean- 
ing of  the  brooks  of  the  Town,  and  the  of?icial  expenditure  of  the 
sum  of  two  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  ($2,200)  for  the  same, 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report.  I 

Your  committee  desires  at  this  time  to  express  to  the  citizens 
of  the  Town  its  hearty  thanks  for  the  large  attendance  at  the  two 
public  hearings  which  were  given,  and  the  interest  manifested, 
and  for  the  assistance  rendered  to  your  committee  in  the  per- 
formance of  a  duty  which  has  been  disagreeable  and  delicate  in 
the  extreme. 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  great  relief  that  your  committee  found 
nothing,  during  the  investigation  of  the  subject  matter,  that  tended 
to  incriminate,  in  any  manner,  any  official  of  the  Town.  But 
it  is  with  no  little  reluctance  that  we  are  compelled  to  find,  after 
a  careful  and  conscientious  review  of  the  testimony  offered  in 
public  and  private  and  after  a  personal  examination  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  of  the  work  done,  and  close  inquiry  intc 
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every  possible  detail  usually  connected  with  or  related  to  this  class 

of  work,  THAT  THE  CLEANING  OF  THE  BROOKS  OF  THE  ToWN 
OF  SWAMPSCOTT  BY  THE  BoARD  OF  HeALTH  AT  THE  CON- 
TRACT PRICE  OF  TWO  THOUSAND  TWO  HUNDRED  ($2,200) 
DOLLARS  HAS  BEEN  A  MOST  UNFORTUNATE  TRANSACTION.  It 

has  been  extremely  expensive  to  the  citizens  and  taxpayers  in 
general,  and  an  official  act  lacking  every  well  known  business 
principle. 

Moreover,  your  committee  finds  that  your  Board  of  Health  has 
evidenced  an  unconscious  neglect  and  incompetency  in  the 
expenditure  of  public  moneys,  and  an  unpardonable  indifference 
in  securing  to  the  Town  a  full  measure  of  value. 

Your  committee  seriously  questions  the  wisdom  and  justice  of 
conducting  alleged  public  works  of  this  character  on  the  lines 
adopted  by  your  Board  of  Health.  We  assume  that  where  a 
nuisance  exists  on  private  property,  endangering  the  public 
health,  the  cost  of  abatement  of  such  nuisance  should  be  borne 
by  the  owner  and  not  by  the  public.  The  owner  of  a  cesspool  is 
obliged  to  have  it  cleaned  at  his  own  expense  ;  why  should  not 
the  owner  of  a  foul  brook  be  compelled  to  clean  it  likewise  ? 

We  find  that  the  Board  of  Health  did  enter  into  a  contract  to 
have  the  brooks  of  the  Town  thoroughly  cleaned,  for  a  price  not 
to  exceed  two  thousand  two  hundred  ($2,300)  dollars.  We  find 
that  while  some  complaints  had  been  made  with  reference  to 
some  portions  of  the  brooks  of  the  Town,  there  was  no  general 
complaint  as  to  all  of  them.  We  find  that  the  Board  of  Health 
entered  into  this  transaction  without  knowing  what  was  really 
necessary  to  be  done,  and  that  at  the  completion  of  said  contract 
it  failed  to  make  any  inspection  of  the  entire  work. 

We  find  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health  admits  in 
his  testimony,  that  he  delegated  his  authority  to  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  in  connection  with  this  work,  and  he  says  that 
he  gave  the  work  no  thorough  inspection,  and  did  not  consider 
it  his  duty  to  do  so,  even  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health. 
He  stated  that  the  brooks  are  in  no  better  condition  by  reason  of 
having  been  cleaned,  and  yet,  as  Chairman  of  the  Board,  and 
refusing  to  approve  the  bill,  he  failed  to  offer  any  protest  against 
its  payment. 
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Although  your  committee  has  at  hand  a  certificate  signed  by 
some  of  our  most  prominent  citizens,  commending  the  action  of 
the  Board  of  Health  in  cleaning  a  brook  which  runs  from  the 
Jeffries  estate  to  Blaney's  Beach,  still  it  is  unwilling  to  accept 
this  as  final,  for  an  examination  of  the  brook  in  question  will 
reveal  the  fact  that  a  portion  only  has  been  so  cleaned,  notwith- 
standing that  it  was  on  this  brook  that  the  Board  undoubtedly 
expended  the  greatest  effort.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  the 
certificate  : 

SwAMPSCOTT,  October,  1900. 

"  We,  the  undersigned,  owners  of  property  abutting  on,  or 
adjacent  to  the  brook  draining  the  territory  from  the  Jeffries 
estate  to  the  sea,  at  Blaney's  Beach,  near  Woodbine  avenue, 
believe  that  its  condition  has  for  some  years  been  a  menace  to 
the  health  of  that  section  and  heartily  commend  the  action  of  the 
Board  of  Health  in  having  it  cleaned."

Or,  assuming  that  the  21,000  lineal  feet  of  brooks  were  cleaned 
four  ft.  wide  by  one  ft.  deep,  the  cost  w(l)uld  only  reach  the  sum  of 
$1,088.85,  follows:  3,111  cubic  yards  at  35  cents  per  yard, 
a  price  generally  conceded  to  be  high. 

In  view  of  these  findings  your  committee  having  a  duty  to 
perform  that  admits  of  no  evasion,  is  convinced  that  with  little 
exception  the  statement  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health 
is  only  too  true.  It  is  an  admission  on  his  part  that  would  tend 
to  carry  with  it  a  confession,  in  stronger  language  than  the  com- 
mittee would  care  to  employ,  that  the  interests  of  the  Town 
would  be  best  subserved  by  an  immediate  resignation  from  office 
of  the  present  Board  of  Health.

Report  of  the  Selectmen 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swainpscott : 

The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one  with  this  Board.  As  the 
Town  grows  every  department  requires  more  attention  and  also 
is  liable  to  require  larger  appropriations.  The  present  Board  of 
Selectmen  believes  that  the  Town  should  practice  economy  in  all 
departments,  but  for  the  citizens  when  new  improvements  come 
up,  to  study  them  carefully  and  see  which  is  the  most  eco- 
nomical plan  to  take  to  keep  our  Town  attractive  and  encourage 
a  handsome  growth  every  year,  thereby  keeping  our  taxes  at  a 
low  rate.  We  should  keep  our  Town  clean,  our  streets  in  first 
class  condition,  our  schools  excellent,  our  public  buildings 
modern  and  up-to-date,  our  public  parks  attractive  and  have  good 
order;  then  our  Town,  that  nature  has  blessed  so  bountifully, 
will  continue  to  grow  as  it  has  in  the  past  ten  years. 

Essex  Street  Widening. 

The  Lynn  and  Boston  Street  Railway  as  per  agreement,  made 
with  the  previous  Board  of  Selectmen,  moved  their  tracks  into  the 
centre  of  the  street  from  the  Bridge  to  the  Cemetery,  early  in  the 
spring.  The  retaining  wall  which  had  to  be  built  on  both  sides 
of  the  street  from  the  Bridge  to  Stetson  avenue,  was  done  by 
contract,  the  rest  of  the  widening  and  surfacing  of  the  street  was 
done  by  the  Town  under  the  supervision  of  the  Highway  Sur- 
veyor, in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  the  Board  is  satisfied  that  it 
is  a  great  improvement  to  that  section  of  the  Town. 

Essex  Street  Bridge. 
The  Essex  street  bridge  over  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad 
tracks  should  now  be  widened.    It  is  now  only  38  feet  wide,  and 
with  the  electric  cars  and  the  great  amount  of  driving  over  it,  the 
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County  Commissioners  and  this  Board  consider  the  bridge  should 
be  made  50  feet  wide  to  correspond  with  the  street.  The  question 
of  widening  the  bridge  has  been  brought  before  the  County 
Commissioners  and  they,  with  the  Selectmen,  have  had  several 
interviews  with  the  officials  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad, 
and  the  chief  engineer  of  said  railroad  will  soon  have  the  plans 
ready  for  the  new  bridge  with  estimated  cost.  The  County 
Commissioners  will  then  hold  a  public  hearing  in  regard  to  the 
same.  Under  a  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  Rail- 
road, County  and  Town  will  have  to  pay  for  the  new  bridge, 
Special  Commissioners  being  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Court 
to  decide  what  each  shall  pay. 

Norfolk  Avenue  Drain. 

Last  year  the  Paradise  road  and  New  Ocean  street  section  of 
this  drain  was  built,  but  it  did  not  perform  the  work  that  was 
expected  of  it,  so  at  the  annual  meeting  the  Town  voted  to  ex- 
tend the  24-inch  drain  from  the  junction  of  Paradise  road  and 
Norfolk  avenue,  through  Norfolk  avenue  to  Stetson  avenue  under 
the  railroad  bridge.  The  Board  had  this  work  done  by  contract. 
The  work  was  done  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  up  to  the 
present  time  has  performed  the  work  expected  of  it. 

Street  Crossings. 

The  street  crossings  voted  to  be  laid  by  the  Town  were  put  in 
during  the  summer,  the  stone  for  the  same  being  furnished  by 
Tuttle  &  Edgerly,  the  work  being  done  under  the  direction  of 
the  Highway  Surveyor.  The  present  Board  believes  in  furnish- 
ing street  crossings  when  they  are  actually  needed,  but  we  do  not 
believe  in  expending  quite  so  much  money  in  one  year,  as  was 
done  this  past  year. 

State  Highway. 

The  State  Highway  Commissioners  last  summer  awarded  the 
Town  of  Swampscott  $5,000  to  complete  the  State  highway  to 
Burrill  street.  The  Commissioners  have  laid  out  Paradise  road 
as  a  State  highway  from  the  present  State  highway  to  the  estate 
of  Mrs.  Harriet  M.  Emmons,  and  have  entered  upon  the  same. 
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The  Commissioners  desired  that  the  Town  should  lay  out  as  a 
public  way  the  rest  of  Paradise  road,  as  the  State  Highway  Com- 
missioners will  not  pay  any  land  damages.  Your  Board  of 
Selectmeij  have  laid  out  this  section  of  Paradise  road  as  per  plans 
of  F.  H.  Eastman,  Civil  Engineer,  and  we  recommend  to  the 
Town  to  accept  the  same.  The  Town  can  then  settle  any  land 
damages.  The  Commissioners  will  accept  the  street  from  the 
Town  and  construct  the  same. 

The  State  Highway  Commissioners  also  desire  the  Town  to 
take  care  of  the  culvert  under  Paradise  road,  and  the  Board 
recommends  to  the  Town  to  adopt  Art.  14  of  the  Warrant,  and 
appropriate  $500  for  the  same. 

Cemetery. 

The  Silver  lot  was  purchased  the  past  year,  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  have  prepared  about  one-half  of  the  lot  ready  for 
burial  purposes.  The  soil  was  turned  over  to  the  depth  of 
4j  feet  and  all  rocks  removed.  This  will  give  us  38  lots  for 
sale  to  residents  of  the  Town  next  spring,  and  can  be  sold  at  less 
price  than  the  lots  which  were  made  in  the  Cemetery  last  year. 
Your  Board  recommends  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  to  complete 
the  improvement  on  the  Silver  lot.  This  amount  will  make  the 
whole  lot  available  for  burial  purposes. 

Police  Department. 

It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  Board  for  several  years  past  to 
appoint  a  policeman  during  the  summer  to  patrol  in  the  vicinity 
of  Phillips  Beach  and  Beach  Bluff,  where  the  greater  proportion 
of  our  summer  residents  reside.  Last  fall,  about  the  time  the 
Board  generally  removes  this  officer,  we  had  a  very  strong 
petition  from  the  large  taxpayers  in  that  locality,  requesting  the 
Board  to  keep  an  officer  on  during  the  winter,  as  they  claimed 
protection  to  their  property  when  they  left  the  town.  There  had 
been  several  breaks  in  the  previous  winter,  and  the  Board 
thought  their  request  was  reasonable,  and  have  kept  the  officer 
on  up  to  the  present  time.  The  Board  recommends  an  increased 
appropriation  of  $400  for  the  Police  Department,  so  that  the 
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officer  can  be  kept  on  the  entire  year,  and  we  believe  it  would  be 
for  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  to  do  so. 

Ellis  Road. 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  have  laid  out  Ellis  road  as  a  public 
way  and  we  recommend  to  the  Town  to  accept  the  same. 

Ellis  Road  Extension. 

At  a  special  Town  Meeting  held  last  October,  the  Town  gave 
authority  to  the  Water  Commissioners  to  exchange  the  two  lots 
owned  by  them  for  two  lots  where  the  proposed  extension  of 
Ellis  road  would  come.  This  exchange  will  be  made  by  the 
trustees  of  the  Stetson  Land  Company  as  soon  as  the  Town 
votes  to  extend  the  street.  Your  Board  of  Selectman  believe 
that  this  improvement  should  be  made,  when  it  would  be  a  small 
expense  to  the  Town  and  open  up  a  large  territory  convenient  to 
the  railroad  station,  which  is  rapidly  being  built  upon.  Your 
Board  recommends  that  the  Town  vote  to  extend  Ellis  road  as 
per  plan  of  F.  H.  Eastman,  civil  engineer,  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $800  to  pay  for  the  two  lots  to  the  Water  Commissioners 
and  $300  to  construct  the  road. 

Board  of  Health  Bills. 

Since  the  Town  refused  to  vote  an  additional  appropriation  on 
account  of  the  Health  Department,  the  Board  has  not  drawn  any 
orders,  by  advice  of  the  Town  Counsel,  to  pay  any  bills  of  that 
Department.  There  are  now  a  number  of  bills  waiting  an 
appropriation  to  be  paid. 

Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Aid. 
The  Board  finds  that  it  is  having  more  calls  every  year  on  this 
department.    The  Board  therefore  recommends  an  increase  of 
$200  for  the  appropriation,  making  total  appropriation  for  the 
year,  $800. 

Valuation  Report. 
This  year  the  Board  by  the  vote  of  the  Town  had  to  publish 
the  Assessors'  Valuation.    On  account  of  the  increase  in  the 
expenditures  chargeable  to  the  Selectmen's  Department,  your 
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Board  recommends  a  special  appropriation  of  $400  to  pay  for 
publishing  the  same. 

Culvert  at  Beach  Bluff. 
The  culvert  at  Beach  Bluff  near  the  residence  of  Mr.  Burton 
is  in  very  poor  condition  and  should  be  rebuilt.    Your  Board 
recommends  an  appropriation  of  $300  to  rebuild  the  same. 

Sea  Wall,  Orient  Street. 

The  sea  w^all  on  this  street  needs  repairs  and  a  new  fence 
should  be  built.  Your  Board  recommends  an  appropriation  to 
do  the  work.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


Fellow  Citize?zs  of  Swampscoit : 

Before  entering  upon  our  report  of  the  past  year,  it  may  be 
well  to  briefly  review  the  century  just  closed,  and  note  what  pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  educational  matters. 

Previous  to  the  year  1794,  Lynn  had  only  one  school-house, 
situated  near  the  easterly  boundary  of  land  now  used  as  the 
Common,  for  the  accommodation  of  all  its  scholars,  including 
the  villages  of  Swampscott  and  Nahant.  This  building  was 
sold  for  £14,  as  the  Town  had  decided  to  have  two  school- 
houses,  which  were  built,  one  at  the  westerly  section  of  the 
Town  and  the  other  at  "Fresh  Marsh  Lane,"  near  the  spot 
where  Chestnut  and  Collins  streets  now  intersect.  Between 
1797?  ^i^d  18 14,  the  children  in  Swampscott  went  to  the  latter 
school  across  the  fields,  as  no  roads  were  then  laid  out. 

Swampscott's  first  school-house  was  purchased  in  Marblehead 
in  1814,  by  James  and  "Farmer"  Phillips,  for  $50;  and  in  May 
of  that  year  all  the  neighbors  turned  out  and  with  ten  yoke  of 
oxen  moved  the  building  to  a  site  at  Whale's  Beach.  The  ser- 
vices of  the  men  were  given  to  further  the  cause  of  education. 

Such  was  the  provision  then  made  to  accommodate  thirty 
scholars  in  the  village  of  Swampscott  —  a  little  second-hand 
building,  about  25  by  30  feet,  painted  red.  The  school-house 
had 'one  window  on  each  side  and  one  door,  partly  of  glass,  with 
a  shutter  which  swung  up  over  head.  The  scholars  took  turn  in 
making  fires  and  keeping  the  house  in  order ;  and  as  matches 
were  then  unknown,  and  it  being  too  much  trouble  to  take  a 
tinder-box,  a  skillet  was  used  to  carry  live  coals  from  the  nearest 
house  to  light  the  school-house  fire.  The  course  of  study  con- 
sisted mainly  of  reading,  spelling,  writing  and  ciphering.  We 
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can  plainly  see  by  these  things  what  advantages  and  comforts  are 
now  enjoyed  by  our  girls  and  boys  compared  with  a  century  ago. 
We  must  also  remember  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  school  books 
and  supplies.  In  the  History  of  Lynn,  by  David  N.  Johnson, 
we  find  the  following,  taken  from  the  School  Report  of  1820  : 

"The  committee  have  repeatedly  visited  and  examined  the 
several  schools  supported  by  the  Town.  They  can  remark,  gen- 
erally, that  the  money  so  liberally  granted  ($1,900)  by  the 
Town  for  this  object  has  been  faithfully  applied  in  the  several 
wards  ;  but  the  committee,  though  with  regret,  must  observe  that 
there  appears  more  or  less  defect  in  almost  every  school  in  Town. 
In  some,  a  want  of  energy  in  the  teacher  seems  to  retard  the 
progress  of  improvement.  In  some,  certain  contingencies,  not 
within  the  control  of  the  instructors,  have  operated  to  the  pre- 
judice of  the  school.  In  others,  a  great  deficiency  in  books,  ink, 
quills  and  paper  is  apparent,  and  very  detrimental  to  the  general 
progress  of  the  scholars  ;  a  great  proportion  of  the  children  in 
some  of  the  schools  are  wholly  destitute  of  books,  and  those 
which  they  have  are  so  various  and  different  the  instructors  are 
unable  to  form  them  into  classes.  We  find  in  this  connection 
that  Ward  6,  Swampscott,  received  $125,  her  share  of  the  above 
appropriation." 

The  second  school-house  was  located  near  the  present  corner 
of  Orient  street  and  Orient  court.  The  third  was  located  on 
Orient  street,  the  residence  to-day  of  Wesley  Marshall.  This 
was  the  only  school-house  for  several  years  in  that  part  of  the 
village.  The  fourth  school-house  was  located  on  a  part  of  the 
site  of  the  present  grammar  school-house  on  Redington  street, 
and  when  a  new  and  larger  building  was  demanded  the  old  house 
was  moved  to  Blaney's  Beach,  and  the  grammar  school-house, 
which  was  the  fifth  built,  approximately,  where  it  now  stands. 
The  sixth  was  built  on  the  "  Farms"  in  1858,  on  the  land  of  the 
late  John  P.  Palmer.  The  seventh  was  located  on  Pine  street. 
After  a  few  years  the  building  was  raised  another  story,  to  ac- 
commodate two  schools  instead  of  one.  The  eighth  was  located 
on  Essex  street  in  1872.  The  ninth  on  Essex  street  in  1883, 
the  present  Essex  street  building.    And  now  we  come  to  the 
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crowning  triumph  of  all,  as  we  near  the  close  of  the  nineteenth 
century,  the  building  of  the  Phillips  school-house  in  the  year 
'93  and  '94 ;  dedicated  Nov.  24,  '94,  an  occasion  long  to  be 
remembered. 

Let  us  now  compare  the  past  with  the  present.  One  school- 
house  in  181 4,  valued  at  $50,  one  teacher  and  thirty  scholars. 
This  was  the  beginning.     School  appropriation,  $125. 

To-day  we  have  six  school  buildings,  containing  seventeen 
schools,  valued  at  $82,000,  twenty  teachers  and  695  scholars. 
School  appropriation,  $19,000. 

It  is  hardly  possible  to  realize  the  growth  of  our  Town  in  less 
than  a  century.  Can  we  expect  as  much  at  the  close  of  the 
present  one? 

We  will  now  review  the  work  of  the  past  year. 

High  School. 

The  attendance  in  this  school  is  certainly  on  the  increase.  We 
have  at  present  78  pupils,  and  accommodations  for  79.  We  may 
be  able  to  add  a  few  more  desks,  but  we  are  nearing  the  maximum. 

Our  principal  and  assistants  are  doing  all  in  their  power  to 
interest  and  instruct  their  pupils,  so  that  they  will  be  well  fitted 
for  their  life  work.  All  they  ask  in  return  is  appreciation  by 
parents,  and  honest,  earnest  and  faithful  work  by  scholars. 

We  deeply  regretted  the  resignation,  at  the  close  of  the  sum- 
mer term,  of  Mr.  Charles  A.  Bean,  who  came  so  highly  recom- 
mended, and  whom  we  found  deserved  every  recommendation. 
Mr.  Bean  resigned  to  enter  the  banking  business,  where  very 
flattering  inducements  were  offered.  The  best  wishes  of  all  fol- 
low him  in  his  new  business  enterprise. 

This  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Alice  G. 
Coombs  of  Waltham,  who  has  taught  several  years  and  has  the 
best  of  recommendations.  Her  w^ork  is  conscientiously  and 
faithfully  performed,  and  we  believe  she  is  winning  the  hearts 
of  her  pupils. 

Many  changes  have  taken  place,  especially  in  our  primary 
grades. 
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Primary  Grades. 

Miss  Emily  P.  Ellis,  teacher  in  the  Reding'ton  Street  School, 
retired  at  the  close  of  the  school  year ;  and  Miss  Edith  Gardner, 
who  has  so  faithfully  and  successfully  served  as  teacher  of  the 
Beach  School  for  the  past  six  years,  was  selected  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  We  are  pleased  to  say  that  she  is  filling  her  new 
position  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

The  vacancy  in  the  Beach  School  was  filled  by  Miss  Mary  A. 
Phillips,  who  has  made  such  good  success  in  years  past  in  kin- 
dergarten work.  We  feel  confident  that  she  will  give  satisfac- 
tion in  her  new  field  of  labor.  Miss  Caro  G.  Graydon,  teacher 
in  the  Pine  Street  II  and  III  Grades  was  promoted  to  the  new 
fourth  grammar.  Miss  Bain,  teacher  of  the  I  Grade,  was  selected 
to  fill  the  vacancy.  Miss  Ida  Bassett,  a  graduate  of  our  High 
School  and  a  student  of  Boston  University  for  three  years,  was 
appointed  to  take  Miss  Bain's  place.  Her  work  is  meeting  the 
approval  of  the  School  Board.  Another  change  was  the  separating 
of  the  grades  in  the  Essex  and  Pine  Street  Primaries,  Miss  Bain 
taking  the  III  Grade  and  Miss  Machon  the  II.  Formerly  Miss 
Bain  and  Miss  Machon  had  both  II  and  III  Grades.  This 
change  was  well  received  by  the  parents,  notwithstanding  it 
obliged  some  of  the  children  to  walk  a  longer  distance  than 
formerly. 

Grammar  Grades. 

We  deeply  regretted  being  obliged  to  disturb  the  Grand  Army 
Post  by  taking  their  room  in  the  Redington  Street  Building  for 
our  new  fourth  grade.  But  it  was  our  last  resort,  the  only  avail- 
able room  in  Town.  We  were  pleased  that  their  old  quarters  in 
the  Pirie  Street  Building  were  vacant,  and  gladly  gave  them 
the  privilege  to  occupy  them.  We  thoroughly  refitted  and  fur- 
nished the  Redington  street  room  and  occupied  it  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  fall  term  with  our  new  fourth  grade.  This 
brings  the  two  fourth  grades  in  the  Redington  Street  Building 
and  saves  the  children  who  were  formerly  obliged  to  attend  the 
Phillips  School  a  long  walk.    We  refer  to  the  children  who 
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reside  in  the  upper  part  of  the  Town.  We  have  also  regraded 
the  grammar  schools  in  the  Phillips  Building  —  Miss  Hutt  and 
Miss  Gould  serving  as  teachers  in  the  two  fifths,  Miss  Fernald 
and  Miss  Knight  in  the  two  sixths.  These  changes  are  bringing 
good  results,  as  the  more  single  grades  we  have,  better  work  can 
be  done.  We  are  glad  to  state  that  we  have  only  three  mixed 
grades  at  present,  and  thirteen  schools  with  single  grades.  We 
can  assure  our  citizens  and  parents  that  these  schools  are  making 
rapid  progress. 

Improvements  and  Repairs. 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  estimate  from  year  to  year  the  amount 
that  will  be  required  to  carry  out  improvements  and  make  repairs 
on  our  school  buildings,  some  things  have  to  be  done  every 
year.  The  past  has  been  no  exception.  We  found  upon  exam- 
ination that  the  concrete  walks  in  the  Essex  street  school  yard 
were  in  very  bad  condition,  holes  large  enough  to  admit  a  child's 
foot  were  found  in  many  parts  of  the  walk,  consequently  we 
were  obliged  to  lay  new  walks.  We  also  made  arrangements  to 
heat  the  entries  in  the  Essex  street  school-house,  finding  that 
they  were  too  cold,  also  shellaced  desks  in  both  Essex  and  Pine 
street  buildings.  The  most  expensive  work  was  refitting  and 
furnishing  the  Redington  street  room  formerly  occupied  by  the 
Grand  Army,  but  it  certainly  repaid  us,  as  it  makes  a  very 
pleasant  school-room. 

We  have  been  somewhat  annoyed  in  discovering  leaks  in  the 
Phillips  school-building,  but  we  were  not  surprised  as  it  stands, 
as  we  all  know,  where  it  takes  the  full  force  of  the  storm.  We 
had  it  thoroughly  examined  by  competent  parties  who  recom- 
mended that  it  be  repointed  on  the  south  side,  also  that  double 
windows  be  put  on  the  tower.  Work  of  this  sort  is  always 
expensive,  but  it  must  be  done  if  we  wish  to  presei*ve  our  school 
property.  We  think  we  have  at  present  a  tight  building  as  it 
shows  at  present  no  sign  of  leaking.  The  parties  who  did  this 
work  were  both  faithful  and  interested  and  anxious  to  have  it 
prove  a  success. 
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Memorial  Day. 

Memorial  Day  was  observed  in  Assembly  Hall  by  an  address  . 
by  Rev.  W.  B.  Shumway,  pastor  of  the  Baptist  church,  also 
songs  and  declamations  by  the  school  children  appropriate  to  the 
day.  A  very  pleasing  feature  was  the  presentation  of  a  flag  to 
the  Grand  Army  by  a  little  girl  at  the  close  of  her  declamation. 
In  the  absence  of  the  commander,  Comrade  Douglass  received  it 
with  a  few  well-chosen  remarks.  There  was  a  good  attendance 
of  parents  and  citizens.  Members  of  the  Grand  Army  occupied 
seats  on  the  platform. 


Music. 

The  work  in  music  has  been  carried  on  in  the  same  manner  as 
indicated  in  my  last  report.  The  aim  has  always  been  to  make 
our  pupils  good  readers  of  music.  It  requires  much  time, 
patience  and  effort  on  the  part  of  teachers  and  pupils  to  accom- 
plish this,  but  the  results  are  gratifying.  In  all  grades,  reading 
music  is  required.  Much  individual  work  is  done,  and  in  the 
higher  classes  test  lessons  are  given  each  month.  Sight  singing 
also  forms  a  part  of  each  lesson.  The  work  in  music  grows 
more  enjoyable  each  year,  for  there  is  no  greater  incentive  to 
sing  than  ability  to  read  music.  Rhythm  and  quality  of  tone 
are  also  of  great  importance  and  receive  their  due  share  of  atten- 
tion. I  am  able  to  report  satisfactory  progress  in  all  of  the 
schools  and  in  some  exceptional  excellence.  The  separation  of 
the  primary  grades  has  been  of  great  benefit  already,  and  each 
year  the  benefit  will  be  more  fully  realized.  As  in  the  drawing, 
my  thanks  are  due  to  Committee  and  teachers  for  unvarying 
kindness  and  helpfulness.

Since  my  last  report  the  work  in  this  department  has  been 
steadily  advancing.  The  aim  has  been  as  heretofore  to  open  the 
eyes  of  the  pupils  to  the  beauties  around  them,  and  to  cultivate 
the  love  of  beautiful  in  both  art  and  nature.  Also  to  give  skill  to 
the  hand  to  enable  it  to  represent  what  the  eye  has  seen.  In  the 
early  part  of  the  year  out-door  sketching  was  attempted  w^th 
good  results.  Much  attention  has  been  given  to  object  drawing 
in  all  grades,  varying  the  lessons  with  original  designs,  drawing 
from  life,  historic  ornaments  and  casts.  In  the  lower  grades 
original  units  have  been  drawn  and  arranged  as  borders,  surface 
patterns  and  radial  designs.  Creditable  work  has  been  obtained. 
The  use  of  charcoal  as  a  medium  for  teaching  light  and  shade 
has  been  successfully  carried  into  the  fifth  grade.  In  the  higher 
classes  there  has  been  great  gain  in  ability  to  handle  this  medium. 
Color  is  always  a  delight.  Many  children  who  find  little  that  is 
pleasing  in  black  and  white  work  respond  at  once  to  color,  and 
grow  more  observing  and  mindful  of  the  beauties  of  nature. 
Water  colors  are  used  in  all  of  the  schools,  and  in  ability  to  use 
this  medium  there  is  gain  to  report.  Neatness  and  care  charac- 
terizes the  work.  While  I  can  report  good  progress  in  the  work 
of  your  schools,  I  also  feel  the  need  of  earnest  and  constant  effort 
that  our  results  may  be  better  and  better  each  year.  I  take 
pleasure  in  once  more  thanking  the  committee  for  their  uniform 
kindness  and  helpfulness,  and  the  teachers  for  their  earnest  and 
faithful  work  which  has  contributed  so  much  to  the  success  that 
has  been  achieved.

In  these  days  of  progress  the  man  who  does  not  grow  falls  be- 
hind, and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  so  many  of  our  teachers 
are  doing  work  that  tends  to  improve  them  professionally.  Four 
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attended  the  summer  school  at  Salem  last  summer;  six  have 
been  attending  the  lectures  of  the  Twentieth  Century  Club  in 
Boston  this  winter ;  six  are  taking  the  course  in  Geology  under 
Prof.  Barton  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  and 
two  are  taking  private  lessons  in  drawing  and  painting.  The 
teachers  have  held  meetings  for  the  discussion  of  their  school 
work  and  its  improvements,  and  have  had  a  few  lessons  on  birds 
and  minerals,  under  charge  of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School.  ^ 

It  is  perhaps  not  generally  known  how  many  of  the  pupils  of 
the  High  School  are  looking  towards  some  higher  institution  of 
learning.  Of  the  74  pupils  in  school  in  January,  27,  or  36  per 
cent.,  are  planning  to  continue  their  studies  in  some  higher 
school,  normal,  technical,  scientific  or  classical,  that  is,  "  mean 
to  go  to  college."  Of  the  graduates  for  the  last  five  years,  41 
per  cent,  have  gone  to  some  higher  school.  The  following  table 
shows  the  number  of  graduates  and  the  number  that  have  gone 
to  college  or  normal  school  from  each  class  : 

Class  of  1896 — 8  graduates,  3  to  college. 
Class  of  1897 — 8  graduates,  i  to  college. 
Class  of  1898 — 8  graduates,  5  to  college. 
Class  of  1899 — 5  graduates,  3  to  college. 
Class  of  1900 — 7  graduates,  3  to  college. 

The  present  Senior  Class  of  1901,  10  graduates,  4  are  planning 
for  college.  This  will  compare  favorably  with  most  high  schools 
of  the  State.

Each  pupil  is  required  to  take  all  the  "  Required  Studies"  and 
as  many  hours  of  "Elective  Studies"  as  will  make  fifteen  hours 
of  prepared  lessens  per  week.  Pupils  able  and  wishing  to  take 
more  than  fifteen  hours  per  week,  may  do  so  on  approval  of  the 
teachers. 

The  choice  of  electives  must  have  the  approval  of  the  teachers, 
and  no  class  will  be  made  in  any  study  unless  a  large  enough 
number  of  pupils  elect  it.  Each  foreign  language  is  to  be  studied 
at  least  two  years,  before  another  is  substituted. 

For  pupils  preparing  for  higher  schools  and  colleges,  such 
changes  in  the  course  of  study  as  are  necessary  may  be  made  to 
meet  the  requirements  for  admission  to  such  institutions. 
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Singing,  declamations  and  compositions  are  required  of  all 
pupils. 

The  standing  of  the  pupils  is  marked:  A  —  excellent,  B  — 
good,  C  —  passable,  D  —  unsatisfactory,  E  —  poor.  An  average 
of  C  is  required  for  promotion,  though  D  may  be  allowed  in  a 
single  study.    A  mark  of  E  in  any  study  prevents  promotion.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

We  hereby  present  to  you  the  Report  of  the  Fire  Department 
for  the  year  ending  February  22,  1901. 

Manual  Force, 

The  department  consists  of  thirty-one  men  assigned  as 
follows,  viz.  :  one  Chief  and  two  Assistant  Engineers,  four  per- 
manent men,  one  foreman,  one  assistant  foreman,  five  pipemen, 
eight  hosemen,  six  laddermen  and  four  men  on  steamer. 

Apparatus. 

The  apparatus  is  kept  in  the  best  possible  condition  and  at 
present  consists  of  one  Steam  Fire  Engine,  one  Two-horse  Hose 
Wagon,  one  Two-horse  Ladder  Truck  and  Five-hand  Hose 
Reels,  all  in  service. 

Horses. 

There  are  six  horses  in  the  department.  During  the  year  we 
very  unfortunate  in  regard  to  horses.  We  were  oblige  to  ex- 
change two  and  lost  two ;  therefore,  we  recommend  that  four 
hundred  ($400)  dollars  be  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  two 
horses  that  we  now  have  on  trial. 

Fire  Alarm  Whistle. 

As  the  factory  of  McNichol  has  been  closed  we  are  obliged  to 
change  the  whistle  on  some  other  factory  ;  therefore,  we  recom- 
mend that  seventy-five  ($75)  dollars  be  appropriated  for  the 
same.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


To  the  Citizens  of  Sivampscott : 

We  submit  to  you  for  your  consideration  our  annual  report  as 
follows  : 

The  Board  organized  March  22,  1900,  with  Joseph  W.  Glass, 
Chairman,  and  W.  E.  Doughty,  Clerk.  This  organization  held 
until  November,  13,  when  the  resignation  of  Joseph  W.  Glass 
was  received  and  accepted,  and  Dr.  Stratton  was  chosen  Chair- 
man, pro  tem^  to  serve  until  an  appointment  should  be  made  to 
fill  the  vacancy.  The  vacancy  was  filled  November  25th  by  the 
appointment  of  Michael  Haley  and  November  27  the  Board 
reorganized  with  Dr.  Stratton,  Chairman,  and  W.  E.  Doughty, 
Clerk. 

The  regular  contracts  have  been  awarded  as  follows : 
For  collection  of  house  offal,  care  of  night  soil  and  carrion  to 
Mr.  M.  McDonough.  Benjamin  C.  Pedrick  was  appointed  to  care 
for  refuse  from  Fisherman  Beach,  so  called,  and  the  fish  markets. 
The  contract  for  the  collection  of  ashes  and  rubbish  in  the  Town 
was  awarded  to  Benjamin  T.  Getchell,  who  was  the  lowest 
bidder  among  many  competitors.  Mr.  Getchell  has  performed 
his  duties  in  a  manner  most  satisfactory  to  the  Board  and  we 
hope  and  believe  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town. 
The  collection  of  ashes  and  rubbish  is,  we  believe,  a  long  step  in 
the  right  direction,  appreciated  by  the  people  of  the  Town  and 
should  be  continued. 

The  beaches  have  been  cleaned  from  time  to  time,  and  the  fact 
that  we  have  not  received  any  complaints  leads  us  to  believe  that 
they  have  given  satisfaction  to  the  people  of  the  Town  and  sum- 
mer residents. 

The  sage  bank  in  the  cove  at  the  easterly  end  of  King's  Beach, 
which  has  long  been  a  menace  to  the  residents  of  this  section  of 
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the  Town,  inasmuch  as  it  would  collect  the  dead  fish  and  sea- 
weed at  flood  tide,  the  same  at  low  water  being  exposed  to  the 
^un,  thereby  causing  offensive  odors  to  come  from  it,  which  was 
a  nuisance  to  the  neighborhood  and  dangerous  to  public  health. 
In  disposing  of  this  nuisance  we  consider  that  the  Town  has  been 
benefited  to  a  great  extent,  and  cost  placed  on  the  Metropolitan 
Park  Commission. 

The  complaints  have  been  comparatively  few  this  year  com- 
pared with  the  last  few  years,  those  that  have  been  received  have 
been  investigated  and  acted  upon. 

There  have  been  27  cases  of  contagious  diseases  reported  to 
this  Board  this  year :  Diphtheria,  15;  scarlet  fever,  9 ;  measels, 
2  ;  typhoid  fever,  i  ;  of  these,  one  case  of  diphtheria  died. 

Owing  to  a  misunderstanding  between  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Board  of  Health  the  year  previous,  it  was  deemed  advisable 
last  year  to  recommend  that  the  brooks  be  placed  in  charge  of 
some  board  of  officers,  and  at  the  annual  Town  meeting  it  was 
voted  to  place  the  same  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Health. 
Acting  under  this  vote,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  brooks 
had  not  been  cleaned  in  the  last  thirty  years,  the  Board  decided 
to  give  them  a  thorough  cleaning,  which  it  did.  This  act,  caus- 
ing some  consternation  among  certain  citizens  of  the  Town  at 
the  price  paid  for  the  work,  we  feel  that  it  is  our  duty  to  say  that, 
notwithstanding  some  so-called  contractors  brought  in  figures 
some  two  hundred  dollars  less  than  the  amount  paid,  we  deem 
this  difference  due  to  prejudice  rather  than  to  good  judgment. 
To  conclude,  we  might  say  that  the  brooks  are  now  in  better 
condition  than  at  any  time  during  the  past  decade. 

In  regard  to  a  sewer  system  we  would  say  that  we  are  of  the 
same  opinion  as  last  year,  that  both  from  a  financial  and  health 
standpoint  it  would  be  a  benefit  to  the  Town.  Of  course  this 
question  is  left  entirely  with  the  voters  of  the  Town,  but  as  we 
are  in  a  position  to  know'  better  than  any  other  Board,  w^e  would 
recommend  that  the  sewer  system  as  recommended  by  the  Sewer 
Committee  of  1899  be  adopted. 

We  have  recommended  the  sum  of  forty-five  hundred  dollars 
this  year  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Health.  This  sum  may  seem 
exorbitant  to  those  who  have  not  given  the  matter  much  thought. 
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but  in  way  of  explanation  we  would  say  that  the  usual  amount  for 
the  last  few  years  appropriated  for  the  Board  of  Health  has  been 
about  $2,500  ;  this  year  we  must  add  $i,ooo  for  the  collection  of 
ashes  and  rubbish,  and  about  $i,ooo  more  for  the  bills  of  this  year 
which  have  not  been  paid,  which  brings  the  sum  up  to  $4,500.

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Report  of  the  Tree  Warden 


To  the  Citizeiis  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott : 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  the  first  annual  report  of  the 
Tree  Warden.  In  assuming  the  duties  of  this  office  I  found  that 
fully  one-third  of  all  the  shade  trees  in  Town  had  been  damaged 
through  the  carelessness  of  drivers  allowing  their  horses  to  stand 
and  knaw  the  trees.  By  protecting  the  trees  with  wire  in  the 
places  most  exposed  to  these  assaults,  and  calling  attention  to  the 
law  on  this  subject,  has,  I  am  happy  to  state,  resulted  in  check- 
ing this  evil. 

"It  is  the  duty  of  an  enlightened  community  to  plant  trees  and 
to  so  care  for  them  that  posterity  shall  not  suffer." 

While  the  small  area,  together  with  streets  fronting  on  the 
ocean  where  trees  that  would  obstruct  a  view  of  the  sea  would 
be  undesirable,  limits  our  labor  in  this  matter,  there  is  still  room 
to  improve  and  beautify  our  Town  by  planting  shade  trees. 
Public-spirited  citizens  set  out  trees  in  front  of  their  property, 
their  neighbor  refuses  to  follow  their  example,  and  the  general 
result  is  far  from  satisfactory.  The  rule  that  requires  that  every 
connected  street  must  be  planted  with  a  single  variety  of  trees 
has  been  adopted  in  Europe  and  in  the  United  States  by  men  of 
the  widest  experience  in  the  planting  of  shade  trees.  The  advan- 
tage of  this  system  over  that  which  mixes  various  trees  widely 
differing  in  habit,  rapidity  of  growth,  longevity,  will  commend 
itself  to  anyone  who  will  give  the  subject  a  thought.  In  order 
to  obtain  the  best  results,  I  would  recommend  that  the  appropri- 
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atioii  for  this  deparment  be  such  that  the  Tree  Warden  will  have 
a  sum  at  his  disposal,  above  the  necessary  expenses  of  pruning 
and  care  of  the  trees,  to  plant  loo  new  trees  each  year.  I  believe 
the  sum  of  $350  will  procure  this  result,  and  recommend  that  the 
Town  appropriate  the  same  for  this  department.

REPORT    OK  THE 

Committee  on  Remodeling  Town  Hall 

To  the  Citizens  of  Sw  amps  cot  t : 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  re- 
modeling the  Town  Hall,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  ; 

The  Committee,  after  several  meetings  in  which  the  matter 
was  most  exhaustively  considered,  agreed  upon  a  general  plan, 
and  employed  as  architects  the  firm  of  Loring  &  Phipps,  of  53 
State  street,  Boston. 

The  ideas  embodied  are  for  a  hall  with  a  complete  modern 
installment  of  all  necessities,  ample  room  for  the  various  Town 
departments,  a  large  general  assembly  hall  to  seat  about  800,  and 
increased  and  adequate  space  for  the  Public  Library. 

To  secure  these,  it  would  be  necessary  either  to  build  a  new 
hall,  or  else  alter  and  add  to  the  present  structure  in  such  a  way 
as  to  preserve  the  general  style  of  architecture,  and  yet  modern- 
ize and  beautify  the  whole.  This,  the  Committee  believe,  they 
have  secured  in  the  excellent  set  of  plans  submitted  by  the  above 
firm. 

In  brief,  the  plan  contemplates  the  retention  of  the  old  hall  in 
its  present  position,  and  securing  the  added  room  by  a  main 
wing  built  on  at  right  angles  to  it ;  or,  in  other  words,  to  extend- 
ing along  Burrill  street  nearly  to  Claremont  terrace.  This  will 
provide  a  structure  having  at  once  a  suitably  imposing  front  and 
a  land  plot  of  the  right  dimensions  to  furnish  a  pleasing  setting 
for  the  hall. 

The  present  front  entrance  will  be  retained  and  another  and 
more  elaborate  one  will  be  located  at  the  easterly  end  of  the 
building,  and  also  provided  with  a  spacious  porte  cochere,  the 
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plan  for  the  driveway  being  an  approach  from  both  streets,  to 
pass  under  the  porticol. 

On  the  Burrill  street  side  the  new  part  will  have  a  one-story 
wing,  in  which  will  be  the  entrance  to  the  library. 

A  cupola  will  surmount  the  roof  at  the  middle,  and  while  com- 
posing a  very  ornamental  feature,  will  at  the  same  time  serve  in 
connection  with  the  ventilation  of  the  hall. 

The  main  interior  feature  of  the  new  building  will  be  the 
assembly  hall,  which  will  occupy  practically  the  whole  of  the 
second  floor,  with  the  stage  and  anterooms  at  the  easterly  end, 
and,  with  the  removal  of  the  partition,  will  include  the  whole  of 
the  old  hall,  being  as  wide  as  the  present  hall  is  long. 

The  library  reading-room  will  occupy  the  small  side  wing  be- 
fore mentioned,  and  the  total  library  space  will  be  twice  that  of 
the  present,  having  for  itself  a  separate  entrance. 

Opposite  the  library  will  be  a  smaller  hall,  suitable  for  gather- 
ings of  moderate  size.  The  Town  departments  will  be  housed 
entirely  upon  the  ground  floor  of  the  old  part,  and  in  the  base- 
ment, besides  a  modern  steam-heating  plant,  will  be  a  kitchen 
and  the  Town  lock-up. 

The  lighting  will  be  by  electricity,  and  with  this  and  all  other 
modern  appointments,  the  hall,  with  the  increased  space  thus 
afforded,  will  be  ample  for  the  needs  of  the  Town  for  the  next 
25  years. 

The  Committee  are  satisfied  that  the  citizens  are  aware  that  the 
Town  needs  a  larger  building  at  once,  and  we  believe  that  this 
plan  of  remodeling  would  be  the  most  economical  for  the  Town. 
The  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  to  the  Town  to  adopt 
this  plan,  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  $25,000  to  build 
the  same.  This  amount  to  be  borrowed  for  a  period  of  ten 
years,  to  be  paid  in  equal  instalments  each  year.

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Report  of  Street  Lights  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Szvampscott : 

Your  Committee  in  charge  of  this  department  find  nothing  of 
especial  interest  to  report  at  this  time  beyond  the  fact  that  we 
have  followed  instructions  given  us  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
held  July  34,  1900,  and  closed  a  contract  with  the  Lynn  Gas  and 
Electric  Co.,  of  Lynn,  on  the  terms  as  submitted  to  the  Town  by 
a  five  years'  contract,  at  $67.00  per  arc  lamp  per  year,  this  price 
being  a  reduction  of  $3.00  per  lamp,  as  heretofore  paid. 

The  price  on  incandescent  lamps  remaining  the  same,  $16.00 
each  per  year. 

It  is  also  agreed  that  if  during  the  continuance  of  the  contract 
the  Town  should  decide  to  establish  a  lighting  plant  of  its  own 
after  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  contract,  the  Town  shall  not 
be  held  liable  for  the  balance  of  the  contract,  and  all  further 
liability  under  said  contract  shall  cease. 

Your  Committee  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  the  Town 
has  acted  wisely  in  continuing  to  purchase  our  street  lights, 
everything  considered,  of  the  Lynn  Gas  and  Electric  Co.,  and  do 
not  believe  it  possible,  under  present  conditions,  to  maintain  a 
system  of  our  own  for  lighting  the  streets  at  anywhere  near  the 
price  we  now  pay,  with  the  same  number  of  lamps. 

There  have  been  added  during  the  year  two  additional  arc 
lamps  and  nine  incandescents,  as  provided  for  in  articles  at  the 
last  Annual  Town  Meeting  —  one  on  Hardy  road,  one  on  Far- 
ragut  road.  The  condition  of  our  lights  has  been  good,  we 
may  say,  except  in  one  or  two  cases,  and  these  have  been 
promptly  looked  after  when  the  company  has  been  notified ; 
exceptionally  good. 
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Number  of  arc  lamps,  iio;  incandescents,  36. 
We  would  recommend  an  appropriation  of  eight  thousand 
dollars  for  street  lights  the  current  year.

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REPORT  OK 

Inspector  of  Cattle,  Swine  and  Provisions 


To  the  Board  of  Select7}ien  : 

Acting  under  instructions  from  the  State  Board  of  Cattle 
Commissioners,  I  have  made  only  one  general  inspection  this 
year,  with  the  following  results  :  Whole  number  of  cattle,  i66, 
of  which  24  were  young,  and  4  bulls ;  there  are  29  swine  and  2 
sheep ;  six  provision  stores,  3  provision  wagons,  4  fish  markets 
and  4  fish  wagons. 

The  most  of  the  animals  were  well  kept  and  healthy,  although 
there  was  a  small  percentage  of  them  in  poor  condition,  from  a 
general  health  standpoint.  Upon  a  physical  examination  I  found 
no  evidence  of  tuberculosis  or  other  contagious  diseases  in  any  of 
said  animals. 

This  inspection  also  consisted  of  a  detailed  description  of  the 
stables  in  which  these  animals  were  kept,  in  regard  to  ventila- 
tion, light,  cleanliness,  water  supply,  breathing  space  for  each 
animal,  etc.,  which  resulted  as  follows  :  Whole  number  of  prem- 
ishs  inspected,  36  ;  of  these  16  were  poorly  ventilated,  17  had 
poor  light,  23  were  unclean  and  2  were  filthy.  In  the  majority 
of  cases  the  heating  space  was  sufficient  had  there  been  proper 
ventilation. 

Most  stables  are  supplied  with  metropolitan  water,  although  a 
few  rely  on  wells ;  but  in  these  cases  the  quality  of  water  was 
apparently  good. 

There  has  been  only  one  case  of  contagious  disease,  viz : 
farcy,  which  was  quarantined,  condemned  and  destroyed.

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SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 

Board  of  Park  Commissioners 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  Park  Department 
is  in  a  flourishing  and  satisfactory  condition,  as  all  claims  against 
the  Town  have  been  paid,  the  Administration  Building  is  fully 
occupied  by  tenants,  and  the  expressions  gathered  from  citizens 
from  time  to  time  show  conclusively  that  the  public  can  enjoy 
and  appreciate  the  many  natural  attractions  offered  by  our 
beaches  more  fully  than  ever  before. 

Carrying  out,  as  far  as  we  were  able,  the  intent  of  our  plan, 
prepared  last  year,  to  improve  and  beautify  the  Blaney  Beach 
Reservation,  we  have  this  year  constructed  a  substantial  sea-wall 
over  400  feet  long,  and  have  filled  in  the  space  behind  the  same 
in  a  manner  which  has  materially  increased  the  area  available  for 
the  placing  of  seats  and  for  the  general  use  of  the  public.  Upon 
this  area  we  have  erected  a  neat  structure,  which  is  at  the  same 
time  a  band  stand  and  look-out.  The  one  concert  given  last 
season  demonstrated  its  popularity,  and  we  trust  that  you  will 
be  further  benefited  by  it  the  coming  season. 

In  the  early  part  of  October  a  communication  was  received 
from  Mr.  Walter  Burgess,  representing  the  Trustees  of  the 
Swampscott  Land  Trust,  offering  to  give  to  the  Town,  to  be 
used  for  park  purposes,  certain  land  bounded  by  Monument 
avenue  and  particularly  described  by  deed  and  plan  accompany- 
ing it.  The  proposition  met  with  the  approval  and  recommen- 
dation of  your  Commissioners,  and  the  matter  of  acceptance  of 
the  gift  was  brought  before  the  Town  at  a  special  meeting  held 
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October  10,  when  it  was  voted  to  accept  the  deed  of  transfer,  a 
copy  of  which,  with  plan,  has  been  filed  as  usual.  We  can  add 
that  we  feel  that  the  Town  has  hereby  acquired  in  this  not  only 
a  very  beautiful  but  also  a  valuable  property. 

Our  recommendation  in  our  last  report,  relative  to  the  Town's 
acquiring  the  low  land  of  Humphrey  street,  near  the  car  stables, 
opposite  King's  Beach,  is  again  urged. 

Of  necessity,  there  are  yearly  some  things  to  do  which  incur 
the  spending  of  money.  The  Administration  Building  will  need 
this  year  some  slight  interior  repairs  and  fresh  painting  on  the 
outside,  and  we  believe  that  curbstones  should  be  laid  at  King's 
Beach  to  better  define  the  line  of  sidewalk  from  the  street ;  and 
new  awnings  to  cover  the  present  seats  are  needed.  This  neces- 
sitates, together  with  the  usual  amount  of  work  required  at  times 
to  keep  our  newly  acquired  property  in  good  order,  an  appropri- 
ation, and  we  therefore  recommend  that  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  ($1,000)  be  appropriated  for  park  purposes.

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Report  of  Water  Commissioners 


To  the  Citizens  of  S'wa??zpscott : 

The  Water  Board  herewith  respectfully  submit  its  third  annual 
report : 

The  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  activity  in  our  department, 
and  we  feel  our  efforts  have  been  fruitful  in  remedying  some  of 
the  deficiencies  in  our  water  system.  We  see  ahead  of  us  many 
desirable  changes,  and  trust  we  shall  be  able  to  make  further 
progress  in  that  direction  the  coming  year.  Among  these 
improvements  is  the  more  direct  connection  made  with  our  pipes 
on  Broad  street,  Lynn,  by  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board,  giving 
us  a  better  pressure.  We  have  always  felt  that  wherever  a 
circuit  could  be  effected  without  too  much  expense,  it  would  be 
wise  to  make  it,  thereby  lessening  the  number  of  "dead"  ends, 
and  giving  clearer  water  to  those  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  as 
well  as  reducing  the  number  of  water  takers  liable  to  shut  offs  in 
case  of  breaks  or  repairs.  This  benefit  was  very  manifest  by  the 
loop  made  at  the  corner  of  Elmwood  and  Sheridan  roads  while 
relaying  the  new  pipe  on  Humphrey  street. 

You  will  notice  under  the  heading  of  "Extension  of  Water 
Pipes,"  the  several  streets  in  which  pipes  have  been  laid,  the  in- 
crease of  services  in  these  localities  warranting  the  outlay. 

The  number  of  breaks  in  the  old  cement-lined  pipes,  two  of 
which  occurring  at  a  very  inopportune  time — necessitating  the 
shutting  off  of  the  water  from  the  whole  lower  part  of  the  Town 
when  our  hotels  and  summer  cottages  were  filled,  confirmed  our 
decision  that  the  time  had  arrived  for  replacing  these  pipes 
between  the  Monument  and  Hay  Scales.  The  work  was  com- 
pleted in  the  early  fall,  our  old  ten-inch  cement-lined  pipe  being 
replaced  by  a  twelve-inch  cast-iron  pipe,  which  size  main,  in  our 
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opinion,  will  be  demanded  throughout  its  extension  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  future  growth  of  Swampscott.  In  the  laying 
of  this  new  pipe  we  trust  the  lower  portion  of  our  Town  is  secure 
from  a  repetition  of  last  summer's  inconvenience. 

We  have  had  nineteen  breaks  during  the  past  year,  but  from 
none  of  these  did  we  suffer  much  loss  or  damage,  owing  to  the 
promptness  with  which  they  were  reported,  and  in  this  con- 
nection we  would  thank  the  Police  Department  for  the  interest 
manifested. 

By  order  of  the  State  Highway  Commission  we  removed  36 
2^  inch  valves  and  26  gate  boxes  from  Paradise  road.  We  also 
removed  20  valves  and  20  gate  boxes  from  land  owned  by  the 
Town  situated  between  Paradise  road  and  Hampden  and  Middlesex 
avenues.  In  both  instances  the  value  of  materials  removed  far 
exceeded  the  cost  of  labor  in  so  doing. 

We  sent  a  request  to  the  Lynn  Gas  and  Electric  Company  of 
Lynn  to  remove  their  gas  pipe  from  our  trench  on  Humphrey 
street  before  relaying.  We  met  their  Superintendent  and  after 
he  presented  the  matter  to  the  Directors  they  decided  to  accede  to 
our  request.    We  appreciate  the  recognition  of  our  interest. 

We  feel  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  action  must  be  taken 
for  locating  and  building  a  new  and  enlarged  reservoir.  The 
present  standpipe  in  its  fullest  capacity  fails  to  give  us  the 
pressure  needed  to  supply  the  Highlands  with  water.  We  are 
constantly  receiving  complaints  both  from  residents  and  the 
Phillips  School  of  this  lack  of  supply,  and  owing  to  our  en- 
deavors to  meet  these  demands  as  far  as  possible,  the  standpipe 
frequently  overflows,  causing  great  annoyance  and  just  com- 
plaints, as  well  as  some  damage  to  the  imfnediate  neighborhood. 
Our  citizens  will  no  doubt  remember  that  Engineer  Coffin  in  his 
report  to  the  Committee  on  Future  Water  Supply,  in  1898,  said  : 
"The  present  standpipe  furnishes  neither  sufficient  pressiu'e  nor 
storage  capacity  for  proper  fire  protection  or  domestic  service." 

The  kindly  and  generous  spirit  evinced  by  the  Water  Com- 
missioners of  Marblehead  is  worthy  of  special  mention.  We 
were  obliged  to  call  upon  them  again  for  help,  which  was  ren- 
dered with  the  same  promptness  and  generosity  as  last  year,  and 
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we  feel  sure  that  Swampscott  would  gladly  embrace  any  oppor- 
tunity to  reciprocate  in  like  spirit. 

On  the  30th  of  January  last,  the  Commissioners  of  the  various 
cities  and  towns  included  in  the  Metropolitan  system  were  called 
together  by  its  State  Water  Board  to  consider  the  all-important 
question  of  the  reckless  use  of  water.  It  was  clearly  demon- 
strated at  that  meeting  that  some  concerted  action  will  have  to  be 
taken  to  prevent  this  waste.  Statistics  were  presented,  showing 
that  while  the  population  in  this  State  during  the  past  ten  years 
had  increased  about  33  per  cent.,  the  consumption  of  water  had 
increased  54  per  cent.  It  must  be  obvious  to  every  citizen  that 
we  have  an  individual  duty  in  this  matter,  and  your  Com- 
missioners would  respectfully  ask  your  cooperation  in  preventing 
needless  waste  of  water.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  land  and  stand-pipe 
mentioned  in  the  preceding  article,  and  if  so,  to  determine 
whether  the  same  shall  be  borrowed  upon  the  bonds  or 
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notes  of  the  Town,  and  if  borrowed  upon  the  bonds  or 
notes  of  the  Town  to  fix  the  time  of  payment  thereof,  and 
the  rate  of  interest,  and  to  act  upon  any  and  all  other 
matters  necessary  to  enable  the  Town  to  borrow  said 
money,  and  to  issue  said  bonds  or  notes. 

Art.  41.  To  see  what  action,  if  any,  the  Town  will 
take  in  determining  how  money  shall  be  raised  to  pay  for 
permanent  improvements. 

The  polls  to  be  closed  at  sunset  (5.54  P.  M.). 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting 
attested  copies  thereof  at  the  Town  Hall,  Depot,  Post  Of- 
fice, and  three  other  pubHc  and  conspicuous  places  in,  the 
Town,  seven  days  at  least  before  the  time  of  holding  said 
meeting.
